San Fi<.\Ncisco, July 26. — lb Is evident 
tho dofenco in Theodore Durraiit'a cubo will 
talio every ndvuntago of tho teohnioalltieB, 
They objeoted to-day to tho entire jury 
named bectkuso tho miculos wero dofcotiyo 
of the meeting of the superior judgoa when 
tho Hat of l!00 jurors waa soleotod. PrO' 
siding Judgo Sauderaon having testified as 
to tho proceedings at tho mooting of judgoa, 
Judge Murphy overruled the dcfer;danl'>.i 
objection.

(From Our Own Corrospondont,) 
Ottawa, July 20 —The aiTairs of the 
Tobiquo Valley Railway Co,, which inc" 
dontally received eomo attention at tb . 
hands of tho public aoocunts coaimittoo last 
session, are likely to be farther ventilated in 
the courts. That at least ia tbe miaeion 
upon which John E, Stewart, ex prealdent 
of the railway, ia now in Ottawa. He apent 
»n hour or bo at tho department of railways 
and canula thia morning examining tho 
official annual returns of tho company. Tho 
complaint that lie has to mako against his 
late CO directors ia quite a sorious ono. Ho 
Buya that ho resigned the presidency of tho 
road iin tlio ISth of Miiy, 1892, having hold 
the position from tho organizition of tho 
company in 1880. Tho return of tho rail- 
way's business trunsaobions for the 
Gacal year of 1891, is signed "John 
B. Stewart," and ia shown to have 
been dnly sworn to before Ali^flrman W. D. 
Morris, of this city, on April 5, 1892. Mr. 
Stewart olaima that the aignatnre appended 
to that return is not in his handwrltinc;. He 
says that at the annual mooting in 1892, tho 
statement of aocounia eubmittod to tho di- 
rectors showed u sum of $25,900 as having 
boon expended more tlmn ho thouglit was 
actually disbursod on tho worka that year, 
and ho accordingly refuae^l to sign tho re- 
ports. His examination of tho returns in 
tbe department to-day shows him that the 
report wbloh bears what he calie hie forgod 
signature inoludea thia amount to which 
he objeoted to certify. Your oor- 
reepondent waa permitted by the 
the Deputy Minister of Railways to Inves- 
tigato those records in the departmont. 
The signature to tho return for 1891 differs 
in appearance from the handwriting of tho 
signature appended to tho return for 1890, 
yet it may poaaibly require export testimony 
to prove that they wore nob signed by the 
same person. There is thia, however, whioh 
Mr. Stewart in his examination of tho record 
failed to notice when he pointed out to your 
00. respondent the Impropriety and Improb- 
ability of his signing a return as president 
nearly two montha after be had oeaaed to 
hold that ofBoQ, namely, that the body 
of this return, whioh is in tho hand- 
writing of an official of the do- 
partmonb aince doceaaed, contalna 
In parenthcaie after Stewart's namo, tho 
words " President on June 30, 1892." This, 
while of course, it would not justify any 
8Uoh^ sob as Mr. Stewart obarges against 
some membere of tho company or other, 
ahowB that caro waa taken to make the re- 
oord authentic, ao far as the severanoe of his 
connection wich the directorate waa con- 
oerned. Mr. Stewart'a further statement, 
which, he aaya be can easily prove, la that 
ho waa not in or near Ottawa on April 5, 
1892, tho date on whioh the signature ap- 
poara to have been attested to by Aid. Mor- 
ris. Tho latter htiS no record of attestation, 
and, of courae, at thia date has no recollec- 
tion of it whatever. As evidence of his 
resignation at tbe time mentioned, Mr, 
Stewart ahowa a bill of Injunction against 
the oompany ia a oonalderable amount of 
money, whioh he had taken out and sworn 
to before a magistrate in St. John, N.B , on 
February 18, 1892. 

The oontraot for the Peterboro and Lake- 
field division of the Trent Valley canal have 
been finally awarded to Brown, Low & 
Aylinor, of Toronto, who aro tho lowest 
teudorors, the contract price being in tho 
neighborhood of $300,000. The total length 
of thia Eoction ia tii niiloe. 

The Allan Steamship Company have not 
given up tho agitation for a ohango in the 
cattle shipping regulationa in regard to 
space. They have forwarded to W. L. 
Magee, who noted as commlaaioner during 
tbe recent cattle shipping inquiry, an invita- 
tion to make the trip on one of their cattle 
steamers to Liverpool and observe the 
effects of the proposed changes on live stock 
during tho voyage. This Mr. Mageo will 
probably rot be able to do; but it is likely 
ho will start about tho i5th prox, for 
Montreal and make tho voyage as far aa 
Quebec or Father I'oint on ono of thceo 
oatlle vessels, tho St. Lawrence being tho 
moat trying part of tho voyage over.

They are intended us 
awards to tho captain acd crow of the Brit- 
ish atoamship Ivun, of Liverpool, for their 
gallantry in roBCuing tho poopio cf the brig- 
antino PrusBia, hailing from Lunenburg, 
N S. Thoro is a spy glusa for Ce.ptain Jen- 
nings, a gold watch for Mate Crosby, and 
silver watches for tho oiirpontor, tho boat- 
swain and tho two quartermasters of tho 
Ivan who oompoaed tho rescuing crosv. 
These proaonts from tho Dominion govern- 
ment all bear appropriabo inscriptions. 
The atory of the wreck ahows that tho 
Nova Scotia veBBel had a terrific timo of it.

WINNIPEG! WIRINGS. 

Showers Gonernl ThrauKhout the Province- 
Good Crops Assured— Heavy Deal In 
Furs-Hay for Ontario. 

Winnipeg, July 26. —(Special.) — To-day's 
weather reports show that ahowera wore 
general throughout Manitoba this morning, 
Tbe farmers say they have now enough 
moisture to ensure a snooeaaful crop and are 
hopef nl that the damp weather will not con- 
tinue. The next crop bulletin of the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture will be 
Issued dnrtng the first week in August. It 
la nnderatood that theeatlmated yield of the 
wheat crop will be between twenty-fivo and 
thirty million bushels. This, judging by 
the reporta ao far received by tho depart- 
ment will be a conaervativo oatimate. The 
Patrona of Industry aro importing about 
000,000 pounds of binder twine for the 
wheat harvest.

SHE LOVES THE FRENCH. 

The Chief Reason That Queen Victoria la 
I'opular lu France. 

Tho groat popularity enjoyed by Queen 
Victoria in France is duo not only to her 
world-recognizjd virtues, both aa an exemp- 
lary aovereign and an exemplary woman, 
but also to the knowledge of ber extreme 
fondnesa for the French nation and French 
poopio generally, says the New York 
Journal. 

One of the aeorets of the Queen's groat 
personal infiuence in European politics- an 
ioHuoDco overused on the aide of peace and 
good will— ia her equal attaobment to tho 
two great continental nations which have 
Ro long been rivals. 

I beliovo wo shall know aome day bettor 
than wo know now how much her Majcaty 
has done to bring about a bettor undor- 
atanding between Franco and Germony, and 
ao to promote the peace of tho world. 

Some idea of the burden of official work 
that falls upon the Queon may ba gatheri d 
from the statement that in the courae of last 
year Her Majesty mastered the contents of 
no fewer than 28,000 diapatohea. 

In these democratic daya wo are ao aooua- 
tomed to keep uppormoat in our minds the 
laoialsidoof tho sovereign's dutiaa that we 
are apt to forget how heavy ia her share in 
tho actual work of government,

MasMEcred by Natives In Sonthern 
Seas-Train of Pronch Pil- 
grims Wrecked. 

Salisbnry Will Not Arbitrate the Ven- 
eznelan Question -Fight Between 
Turks and Persians. 

LoNDOK, July 26.— A diapatoh from 
Sydney, N. S, W., aaya that a boats orewof 

ton nativea has boon massacred in the Bis- 
marck Archipelago. 

A train crowded with pilgrims, returning 
from tho shrine at St. Dauray, waa wreck- 
ed near the town of St, Briiu to day, twelve 
persons were killed and twenty-five injured. 

Lady Frances Rose-Gunning, widow of 
Rev. Henry John Gunning, fourth baronet 
of that name, who died in 1885, was charged 
with forging a bill of e.xchacgo of iNOO, 
using tho name of her father, Rev. William 
Henry Sponoor, unolo of Baron Churchill 
urd rector of Groat Houghton, Northamp- 
tonshire. Sho waa remanded. 

A dispatch received at Paris from Con- 
stantinople say a that sanguinary cociliots 
have taken place between the Turks and 
Persians on the Persian frontier. 

An explosion of fire damp ocourred yea- 
terday in the Prinz von Preuasen mine at 
Bochnm, Westphalia, Tho bodies of thirty- 
two victims of tho accident have already 
been recovered and a number of persona are 
Btill missing. Search parties are experi- 
encing tho utmost difiioulty in exploring the 
mine. In addition to the killed nine men 
were severely burned by the explosion. 
Most distresaing scenes wore witneaaed at 
the mouth of the pit. 

Sixteen hundred cases of California fruit, 
whioh arrived at Southampton from Now 
York by the steamship St. ijonia yesterday 
morning, sold at auction In Covent Garden 
market to-day, fetching prloea wbiob were 
one-half below thoae of last week. Plums 
avtarapod 7a. Id. por case ; poaches Ss., and 
peara lla. 7d. 

Tho amount of bullion withdrawn from 
the Bank of England on balance to day was 
£65,000. 

While no ofSoial news has been received 
concerning tho reported friction between the 
Vonczuolans and British colonists in Trini- 
dad, growing out of the seizure of a British 
trading craft in oolonial waters, il is be- 
lieved that the di£5onUy hae resulted from 
the efforts of the Venezuelans to maintain a 
strict guard off their ooaet agalnat the land- 
ing of revolutionary forcea. Tbe Brlbiah 
island of Trinidad is near the Venezuelan 
ooaat and the two points known as the Ser- 
pent'a Mouth channels, separating tbe ia- 
land from the mainland are ao narrow aa to 
make it very difficult to diatinguiah tbe llnea 
of jurladiotion between British and Venezue- 
lan waters, lb is at these places that tbe 
aelzurea bavio been made by Venezuelans, 

The Rio Janeiro correspondent of the 
Times says in reference to the demooBtra- 
tion with regard to the oeoupation of 
Trinidad that the government ia noting in 
restraint of actual violence, but it ia not 
advising moderation. 

A special from Curaooa, Venezuela aaya : 
Advioea from England indioate that Lord 
Salisbury ia atubbornly opposed to submit- 
ting the whole British-Venezuelan question 
to arbitration, Tbe general opinion is that 
it will be much more difficult to settle the 
question with him at the head of tbe gov- 
ernment than with Lord Rosebery. 

Right Rev. Anthony Wilaon Iborold, D,- 
D„ Biahop of Rocheater, whoae deajh is re- 
ported, waa born at Hongham, June 13, 
1826, and educated at Qneen'a oollege, Ox- 
ford. On the recommendation of Lord 
Beaconafield he waa nominated by the crown 
to the biabnpric of Rochester, In sucooaaion 
to Dr, Claughton, who had boon translatfid 
to the newly constituted see of St. Albana. 
He waa oonsocrated in Wostminiter Abbey, 
July 25, 1877, He was tho author of several 
devotional worka, of which one " The 
Proaence of Christ," haa gone through ten 
editions. 

Tbe Aeplnwall Fruit Company's laborers 
employed to unload bananas who atrnok work 
at Colon have been replaced by nativea. 
Abont twenty-five needy German seamen 
came from Panama in time to help unload a 
German eteamahip that had just arrived.

All the steam- 
ers at Panama are idle and all buainoBB is 
paralyzed. If labor is not procured prompt- 
ly the transit of the isthmus will be threat- 
ened. 

The King of Belgium walked out on foot 
in the crowded streets yesterday and was 
greatly cheered, in contrast to the reception 
he met with after presenting the oolora to 
the civic guard. 

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS- 

Act to Facilitate the Construction of a Cable 
Introduced— Penaion to Kalaulanl 
Beftased. 

San Franoisco, July 26. — The Steamer 
Peking arrived from China and Japan via 
Honolulu, yesterday morning. The latest 
Hawaiian advices are that the senate has 
praotlcally decided to refuse a pension to 
Princusa Kalaulani. The Hawaiian fl«g haa 
been planted on French Frigate shoal Isl- 
and, which has alwayu been regarded aa b 
part of the Hawaiian group, but there never 
haa been any formal annexation. An act to 
facilitato tho construction of a cable hae 
been introduced in the senate, giving the 
executive the power to enter Into a pre- 
liminary contraot with private indlvidnala 
or corporatlona.

CHOLEliA L\ JAPAN 

So Prevalent That Froni Klfty to a Hundred 
Deaths a Day Are Ui-porteil In 
Ulirorent Fliicea. 

San Fhancisoo, July 2G — Cholera ia 
raging in Japan, and nearly every province 
iu tho little empire reports a heavy death 
rate from the disease. Officers and passen- 
gers on the City of Peking tell tales of (be 
scourge. From the outbreak of the disease 
until the day the atouincr sailed from Yoko- 
hanja, 1,183 deaths hud been reported. The 
diaeaae waa brought to Japan by tho forcea 
arriving from tho war in China and Korea, 
and whenever a regiment WiS sent home 
and diabandod oaseu of cholera begun to de- 
velop, and tho diseaao spread with audi ra- 
pidity that the pliysioiuns of the diatrlot 
were uuablo to keep it iu oheok Military 
quarantinos wore established, and all regi- 
ments roturning were hold until all 
traoeu of tho diseaao were stamped out. 
In spite of such precautions and the 
united efforts of the quarantine officials and 
several physicians, the plague has become 
so prevalent that all the way from fifty to 
one hundred deaths a day are reported from 
it, and aa many more are said to oocnr that 
never reach the ears of tho authoritlea. 

Port Townsbnd, July 26.— The British 
steamer Antwerp City arrived yesterday 
mornteg from Kobe, Japan, whioh is listed 
by the United States quarontine authorities 
aa a cholera port, without a clean bill of 
health. Tho government (|uarantino odioora 
ordered her into (jusrautiue. though no 
oickncaa waa report od aboard. She waa 
taken to tho Diamond Point ((uarantine 
etation, and tho procoaa of fumigation com- 
menood. Several poraona from shore here 
happened to go on board before tho doctors 
dif covered tie condition of hor bill of 
health, and thoy, too, wore placed in tem- 
porary (luuraniine until their wearing ap- 
parel under v/ont fumigation, and then they 
came ushore. Tho atoamor will probably be 
reloaaod on Monday and proceed to Tucoma 
to load a cargo of lumbar for Delagoa liiy, 
Africa.

The Evandale, the largeat of the Northern 
Pacific line of Btoamahipa, made fast to the 
outer wharf at 3:30 o'clock yenterday after- 
noon, aeventeen daya from Yokohama, She 

brought a record breaking cargo, amounting 
in ail to over 7,100 tons meaBuremenb, 
divided thus ; 250 tone for Victoria, tiOO 
tons for San Francieco, 1,700 toaa for Port- 
land and the Sound, and the reat for over- 
laud pointa. The bnlk of the great load la 
tea bonnd overland. Tha abip haa 100 tona 
greater carrying capacity than the Strath- 
nevia, which previously brought the largeat 
freight ever token across the Paqifio. She ap- 
peared not to bo deeply laden when along- 
side thewharf owing to the light and balky 
nature of her freight, but then when the 
hatchea wpre lifted her big cargo was at 
once appreci »t»)d. Having left the Orient 
some time before tho Empreas of India, 
which hjo already arrived, the Evandale 
brings no later Oriental nowa. Sho had a 
very fiee paaaage, but sighted no vofel 
during her voyage. In appearance the i-' Ip 
much likn the Kskdale, the laat N i', 
linei; which arrived hero. Her decka, how 
ever, are of wood and not of ateel as were 
those of the E^kdale. She is beaidea a more 
modern abip, having only kft the Clyde on 
her maiden trip on January 3 laat. Sho 
then proceeded to Japan via the Suez canal 
with oargo. Since that time until her 
proteab charter ahe waa employed on the 
ooaat of China. Throe of her crew wore 
ahipwreoked when on board the British 
sceamer Yarrowdale in the Red eea in April 
laat. Their veaaol atruok a rook, bub was 
saved. Inatend of deserting her, tho crow 
stood by the ship and would have got her 
afloat again bad it not been for the ferccioug 
attacks mado by the nativee on the couat 
In consequence they had to flee for their 
lives, their aaa&ilanta afterwards making 
away with the best part of the cargo One 
of the orew had by him yesterday an Old 
Country paper, illnBtrattng the wreck. Tho 
Evandale is of 3,867 gross tonnage, or 2,. 
467 net registered tonoago. Siie ia 3G5 feet 
long, by Vt, feet wide by 29 feet deep. She 
steams 10 knots an boar and consumes 
about 30 tons of Japanese cool a day. Her 
machinery and equipments are of the most 
modern build. She carries 890 tone of 
water ballaBh and has iiiiny other 
excellent featurea. Hor chief oiiicera ore : 
Captain Byers ; first otlic^r, William Mar- 
tin ; second officer, John Wright ; third of- 
ficer, M. Nelaon ; chief engineer, C. How- 
arth ; aecond engineer, John Allen ; third 
engineer, J. Gay ; fourth engineer, John 
Smith ; purser, David Jpaeph Jesua.

MISTAKaX FOREOASTS. 

The BweepioK victory which the UnioDista 
h&ve won in Great Britain is almost as gre&b 
a surprise to tho viotors aa It Is to tho van- 
quished. When tho election contest began 
tiie Ualoniata expooted to win, but their ex- 
peotations were very moderate. The result 
of the by-eleotions bad been enoouraging. 
" The total number o( oonteated by-eloc- 
tions," aaya a writer Id the Timea of the 
12t:h inab,, " which have talien place since 
the last appeal to the oonabituoncieg Is 5.S, 
and tho net Ualonist gain thereforo ia five 
seats, which, taken in conjunction with tho 
change of aides by Mr. Bolton and the trans- 
fer of the epeakerahip from a Unionist to a 
Badioal, means a losa to the Separatists of 
14 Tctea on a division, 

" If the proportion of Radioal loeaes 
ab the by-elections (five in 5.S) were 
maintaiuod ab the general election 
the Uoioniaba could reckon upon 
oaptariDK 63 BeatSi an achievement 
whioh would give them a majority 
of 99 in the new Parliament, thus : 

Untonlsta 384 

Separatiata ....289 

Uuioniat majority 99 

" Experience, however, has shown that the 
by-eleotion test ia nob always trustworthy 
as the basis for an eatioiato coDcorning a 
general election." 

The writer then goea oo to give tho es- 
timate made by both Liberals and Uoionlats 
aa to the probable result of the eieotiooe 
then about to begin. Liberals who took a 
■anguine ^iew of the prospeots of their party 
■'aolieved that the Unloniab majority would 
not exceed 20 at the outside. Those of the 
party who were cautious and not ao hopeful 
' estimated that the Unloniab majority would 
be bebween 30 and 50. The Timos oorres- 
pondent, who was considered threwd and 
well-informed aa to the oondibion of the 
"Oonabibuenoiea, calculated that tho Liberals 
■Voald lose seats. This would convert a 
Liberal majority of ^i.'j into a Unionist 
majority ol .'U. Thia does not oxnctly 
agree with the calculation that appeara in 
the beginniaf; of the articlo, which gave the 
then Oovernment a majority of 27. We may, 
for the aake of oomparison, reproduce tho 
Htatement as to the atate of parties ab tho 
dissolution which the Timea Bays was made 
by the Speaker. Here it is :

lb will be seen from thia that tho Con- 
servatlvoa required to win only 14 aoats to 
bo oven with the Llberala of all groups. 
Tho Xlmoa waa, when tho oonteah began, very 
moderate in its requirements. lb coDsidored 
thatthe newOovernment needadamaiorltyof 
50 to make It seoure. This would mean the 
transfer of 40 aeata. The Times did nob 
appear ab all sanguine about gaining that 
number. Ita oorroapondenb expected, aa wo 
have seen, a majority of nob more than .'11, 
bub ho said bhia for the encouragement of 
his party, " The pendulum ia moving in 
the direotion of the Opposition (the Union- 
ists), and so far as can be seen the longer 
the policy the Government Is withheld 
from the deoiaion of the conatituonclea the 
the greater is likely to be the impetus of tho 
Bwiag, An immodlabo diasolution might 
give tho Unlonlata tho majority I feel justi- 
fied in predlotiog ; a diasolution three or six 
months hence should, In the ordinary coureo 
of eventa, yield even a moro aatiafaobory 
result." 

The figures whioh appeared in yesterday 
morning'a Colonist ahow how far even 
thoao boat qualitied to judge were astray in 
their oalaulationa. The Unionist gains, In- 
stead of bein'l; .33 or 40 seats, wore then 82, 
and the Unionist majority, instead of being 
50, ia more than three times that nnmbor, 
and then tfisra were 44 eleotiou itiU to be 
held. . ■ 



NOT ABUSED. 

Some of tho OppoBltion newspapera com- 
plain that the Leader of the Oppc-ition is 
abused by the speakers and writers on the 
Government side. The complaint is almost 
wholly gronndlcfls. Very little indeed baa 
been said or written about Mr. Laurier that 
QAn be properly called "abuse." On tho 
contrary he geia from his oijpontols full 
unclitfor the y >od cimlitlea ho pnasoasea. 
Peraonally the Leader of the Opposition is 
treated by them, not only with justice, but 
with indulgeccj. When the treatment 
whioh Mr. Laurier reoolves ab the hands of 
those who are politically oppoatd to him ia 
ooniparod with the savage poraonal 
iittiiclis that were, almost to the very 
last, made upon Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and Sir Charles Tuppor, the 
conbraab will appear most striking. There 
was a time when Liberal papers could not 
commenb upon the public acts of these able 
iknd patriotic Conservative sbatosmen with- 
out llivoring their political crltiolam with 
coarse and bitter poraoual vililication. 
There was hardly a day for many yours in 
whioh the Conservative leaders were not 
misrepresented, abused and almost execrated 
in tho Grit nowapapera in every province of 
the Dominion. And oven to-day Sir 
Mackenzie Howell, Sir Charles H. Tupper, 
.\lr. Coatigan, Mr. Ilaggart and tho other 
members of the Governmenb are spoken of 
by many of the Orib newspapers in a way 
the reverse of respectful- Crltiolam la not 
confined to their public acts. Tho remarks 
made upon them are often ooarae even to 
brutality. With regard to them detraction 
and vililication aio frf(juently made by tho 
Government's opponents to do duty for ex 
position, oemraenb and criticism. 

Mr. L%nrier is not treated in this way by 
the janrnals that are opposed to his policy. 
Their orltioisms are confined to the polloy be 
pursues and to bis way of dealing with pub- 
lic ([uoationa. We do nob rememlisr to have 
seen any of the articles on Mr. Laurior'a 
public conduct deformed by an oflonaivo or 
even a harsh personal remark. And we have 
of ben seen sharp oritioiam and aweeplog aen- 
■ures softened by oompllmentary remarks 
on the personal qualities of the Leader of 
the Opposition. Credit ia invariably given 
to him for his oourteay, his eloquenoe and 
his unblemished reputation as a private citi- 
zen. 

Bub there are persons, and those of some 
intelligence, who are unable to distinguish 
between adverse eriticiom of a pub- 
lic man's public acts and refloution on, bis 
intollectual capacity and bis private 
character. When a writer condemns Mr, 
Laurier for want of outapokennees, and for 
constantly avoiding important Issnea, they 
believe that the oondemnntion is directed 
against him as a private citizen, and they 
accuse the writer of critioiams which are 
perfectly legitimate, of abusing the man. 
This is, bssldea being a lamentable want of 
diaoornment, groat foolishness. A man may 
differ in opinion with his beat friend and in 
tho heab of diaoubaion uee terms that are 
deemed a great deal too strong, without his 
esteem for him beinp; lowered in the slight 
est degree. Foreigners are often surprised 
ab the sharpness with which membora of tho 
Hritlah Houae of Commons oritiolao each- 
other'a utterancoa. A Frenchman when 
listening to a debate in that body waa 
grieved and angry with tho way 
In whioh a membar spoke of a speech made 
by a friend of his who was also a member. 
He expected, aa soon as he got back to Parle, 
to see in the newepapors that tho abused 
man had ciUod out his aaaailanb. Judge of 
his surprise when bo saw the name of tbab 
assailant among the guests whioh the man 
whom ho had abused had entertained at din- 
ner a day or two after what the French gen- 
tleman considered the inanltlng speech bad 
been delivered. Tho Eagliahman under- 
stood that the strong exproaslon of opinion 
on a public matter had nothing whatever to 
do with tho eg teem in which ho waa held aa 
a friend. What the Grit odibora la ninety- 
nine oiaea out of a hundred consider abuse, 
la nothing more than fair and legitimate 
comment on the course paraued by Mr. 
Laurier in his otpaolty of leader of the Op- 
position. 

JAPAN'S SANITARY GONDITIOX. 

Tho citizens of Viotoria aro greatly ind 
immodiutoly intorestod in the sanitary con- 
dition of Japan. If cholera, amall-pox or 
any other oontugioua diaeaae gains a fool' 
hold in tho aeaporta of Japan there will be 
groat danger of i s being carried to this pro- 
vince and to this city. It is re-uaaurlng then 
to know that the Japanese have become 
fully aware of tho neoeaaity of haviog re- 
course to tho European methoda of keeping 
diaoaso out of their oountry, and of stamping 
ib out If by any ohance it should spread Into 
the interior. Tho Governmenb of Japan haa 
its sanitary department, having ab its head 
a native gentleman who studied aanitury 
law in Europe under the heab mastora, A 
quarantine servloehaa beon ostublishod in that 
country sinoo 1877, but It waa for some 
youra not aa offootivo us It ought to be. The 
country, however, haa beon free from cholera 
from 1890 nntil the spring of the present 
year. The soldiers returning from the Pes- 
cadores Islands and Manchuria brought the 
disease home with tLo;n, and in aplte of the 
quarantine regulations ib W3ks carried Into 
the towns and villages of the interior. Tho 
Now York Times shows how ib waa sup- 
prosaed by the Government. It aaya : 

Ib ia diiricult to enforce tho boat quaran- 
tine rogulationa Buooeasfully at porta of ar- 
rivo,l in bimo of war. The oxoollenoe of 
Jopan'a aanitary adminlstratloD Is clearly 
shown, however, by tho suppreasion of the 
dlaeaao after ib had boon carried to and hud 
appeared in no losa than twenty-four of tho 
thirty nine provinces of tho main laland. 
With cholorLt prcsenb in nob lees 
than a hundred towns, villages, 
or rural oommuniblea, into wbioii 
it had boon introduood by returned soldiers 
ond other persona connected with the army, 
tho sanitary authorities took up the work 
of Bupproaalon and prosoouted Ib ao vigor- 
ously and (uoooaafully that in every one of 



tho infeoted places, except the military porta 
at which tho germa were imported, the din 
eieo was promptly stamped out after cnly 
one, or two, or at moat liilf a dozju, cnues 
had appeared. While cholera haa nob boon 
oompletely aupprcseod at Iho infecti-d ports 
— and may not bu so ionf; aa returning aol- 
diers from the army In China shall continue 
to be received — it haa been roatrlnted and 
very BucceBsfully treated there. Up bo the 
middle ot Junrt tlia entire nunihor of cista 
in .Japan had boen Icao than 1,1(10, aUhouRh 
so \viTpo a part of tho main ialand and so 
.nany plucca have been infeoted, and ut that 
time, ivo understiind, iho disease had baen 
stamped out except in two or three porta. 

There ia littlo fear of tho obolera gaining 
a permanent foothold on the Japanese 
hlanda. The Imperial Board of Health is 
doing good aeivloe In perfecting the wo k of 
sanitary administration. At the head of the 
Health Dapurtmoot la Dr. Kitasato, who 
studied under Koch in Berlin and who was 
an asBociato of Uehrlcg while that bactcri- 
ologlab was engaged in the experiments 
which led to the diacovery of the diphtheria 
anti-toxlne. Ho appears to be an energetic 
aa well aa an ablo man, and will not hesitate 
bo adopt tho moans necessary to make 
Japan a safe oountry to visit and to trade 
with. 

AN IMPARTIAL WITNESS. 

Now it is the Toronto Telegram, an in- 
dependent paper and by no means partial to 
the present Government, whioh declares 
that Mr. Laurier has " spoken but said no- 
thing." Here arn the Telegram's remarks 
in full : 

Wilfrid Lvurler has spoken, and tho ooun- 
try la aa far from knowing whero ho and his 
party stand upon the Manitoba achool ques- 
tion aa it waa before be arose to attack the 
government. 

Thia uncertainty Ia due, not to the ooun- 
try'a lack of iotelllgence, but to Mr. 
Luurior'a lack of candor. 

If Mr. Laurier means anything, he ought 
to aay what ho moana, Aa a destroyer of 
the government's polloy he is brilliant 
enough, bub timidity kept him from appear- 
ing as the conatruobor of a polloy of his 
own. 

Journals which have no wlah either to see 
Mr. Laurior or hia party in power cannot 
expect from him a con.pliunce witli their 
standards of public duty. Mr, Liurler has 
his own friends to please, and if he pleases 
them nobody else haa the right to complain 
at his failure to see anything in the dilBoulb 
lea of an honest government but so many 
opportunities to win partisan profit at the 
sacrifice of the public good. 

INFORMATION NEEDED. 

Mr. Hugh Sutherland and others Inter- 
eated in the Hudaon'a Bay Railway project 
do well to geb all the informabion they can 
relative to the navigability of Hudson's Bay 
and Strait. The Government would be fully 
juatlSed in helping them to get thia iofor- 
matlon. It has done a good deal in this di- 
rection already, but the Information, ob 
bained ab a very conalderable expense, does 
nob appear to bo sufficient or aatiafaotcry. 
It would be well to got Information enongh 
bo eatisfy men capable of forming an opinion 
on the Butjjob that there Is no room for 
doubt. It ia plain that beforo money ie 
■ pent in oonatructlng a railroad to tho 
shoroa of Hudaon'a Biy, those who risk 
their moana in tho project should know 
whether or nob tho Bay ia navigable for 
ships engaged In regular trade for a conald- 
erable part of the year. For onr part, wo 
wonder that the scheme waa entertained ab 
all before thia point waa settled beyond coa- 
trovoray. It seoma to us little short of 
madncaa to spend millions in the conatruc- 
tion of a road to the ahorea of a body of 
water without being sure that bho aea can 
)>a mado a aafo route for trading veaaola.

SporlB and Games Committee la Connection 
With the Exhibition Decide there is 
no Need of Their Servlees. 

The sports and games committee in oon 
neotion with tho agricultural exhibition to 
be held in September, had a somewhat lively 
discussion lust night, resulting in all but the 
horso racing coinmittoo resigning in a body, 
Mr. J. H. Falconer occupied the cluir. 

A letter was road from the directors of 
the agricultural association stating that it 
had been thought advisable by the associa- 
tion to bold three days' horee racing as the 
moat attractive feature that could be carried 
oub in connection with the exhibition. To 
make the purses of snfBoicnb value to on- 
sure the oo>operation and abtendsnee of 
boraemen from other plaoes, it had been de- 
cided to offer $1,700 in prizss. This pre- 
vented the association from devoting funds 
to outside sports as thoy were unwilling to 
incur larger liabilities than thoy could moot. 

Tho chairman and others spoke oxpraos- 
ing tho opinion that aa a sub-commibtco 

d been appointed for horso racing and an 
appropriation had been made for other 
sports, nothing was left but to reelgn. This 
waa embodied in a motion by Mr. J. Brown, 
seconded by Mr. W. J. Dwyer, " that this 
oommittee reaign." Thia was carried unani- 
mously and the meetiDg broke np. 

A letter has been reoelved by the agri- 
cultaral association from Mr. E. C. Davison, 
a prominent horseman of Kamloops, asking 
If tho association would co-nperato with 
Vancouver, Kamloops and Vernon for a 
circuit of four mootinga to come ofT thia 
»utumn, fixing dates so aa to give horsemen 
a chanco of attending tho diiioront meets. 
The auaociation havo referred tho matter to 
tho oommittee on horse racing to report at 
the meeting of the directors to be held on 
Tuesday night.

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THE COURTS OP LOVE. 

MRS. FRANK LESLIE ON THEIR CANONS 
AND CODES.

For ilisagreo they iuo sure 
to, as they have done since 
time begiiu, whence the oft 
qiiotod iiphorism jibont tlio 
much ac'cidoiited e(nirs(i of (rno lovo. 

Cousidwinfj; how universal a t'oucem 
love is, what a truiiieiulous pju't it plays 
in our lives from tlio lir.st moniout wo 
have anyfhiiiK to do witli it, and to 
what iiilinito viL-is.situiU".s it is exposed, 
often from tbo uioHt trivial oanses, it 
seems deplorable that couu.sel and aid 
in snch a portentous matter should bo 
admiiiistured in such a desultory and 
empirical faHliion as at present. There 
are no regular tribunals of sentiment, 
no qtialilied counselors of love, no Cu- 
pid's advocates in regular practice. The 
spirit of luiorcby is rife in the domain 
of the heart no less than in the world 
of society. In the abseuco of proper au- 
thority and restraint roniaiitio lovo and 
marriage itself ar(( meiiacod by the iii- 
cendiaiy ntteruucos of the Sarah Gnmd 
school of women in the disguise of nov- 
els. 

But, yoTi exclaim, tlioro are certain 
set canons, certain well recognized con- 
ventions, forming an imwritteu code 
that governs all ordinary coses and com- 
plications arising under the sway of the 
tender pas.siou. 

Yea, such a codo midoubtedly exists, 
and to it and its origin shall be devoted 
our present oorsoiy examination. As to 
its all sufficiency — well, you remember 
the story of the fanner's wife who wa.s 
worked to death. Tlio neighbors lusked 
the old man if she had died resigned, 
and lie answered grimly, "She had to. " 
The old code, battered and vague as it 
is, has to suffice, fauto demieux, oked 
out with the occasional :uk1 alwaj-s 
more or less biased interpretations of 
the society dramatists, the romancers of 
the day and the omniscient newspaper 
press. 

Yet tliero ^vas a time, witiiont going 
back to pagan a-utiquity, wljeu tlio sou- 
timental codo wa.s lus precise and firm 
as the criminal one — a groat deal more 
so, in fact — and when their provisions 
bore all the weight of spiritual and chiv- 
ahric laws. 

it was in the time and in the land of 
chivalry, in old Provence, when the 
popes were at Avignon and the tronba- 
douTB in the chateaux, ero lovo had boon 
superseded by formal "gallantry," and 
long before so called platonic affection 
was openly practiced, that the courts of 
love flourished. Boccaccio's writings 
indood aris nothing more or less than 
tHe minutes of a Florentine court of 
lovo, wliicli hold its idyllic sessions on 
the flowery bank.s i-f Anio abmit this 
same period. But those of Franco will 
better serve our present purpose of study- 
ing the actual procedure and code — a 
study gr<>:itly facilitated by my recent 
visit to Paris and its libriirics. 

Although it was not a question of 
woman's rights in those ingenuous days, 
the Provencal courts wore invariably 
composed of wonien, all, of course, beau- 
tiful and young, thfjngh "expertc;^ <'n 
galautcrie" and rose crowned graduates 
in the school of the heart. They held 
their deliberations, rendered judgments 
and iiuitiHlout penalties or praise, some- 
times in niyrtl(! trellised pavilions be- 
neath tho shade uf olives imd pines, or 
again (in winter) in stately halls, en- 
ridied with the armorial bearings of the 
fair and noblo adviK'atiiH entliroiied in 
state. Here arn sonio of their dicta, 
which liold as tnio today as wlien they 
were first formulated : 

"Love never lodged in the house of 
avarice. " 

"It is xmlieconniig to make love to 
one >\hojii it would bo uiiseendy to 
man-y, " 

"You inu.st loaru to keoiJ a diKorcet 
tongue bef on> yon can loarn to love." 

"Facility doprRciates possession dif- 
ficulties exalt it. " 

"!No(mo can have two sincere loves at 
tho sumo time. " 

"The gifts and pleasures of lovo must 
he voluntary and nHitual. ' ' 

"Lovecanuot rest statiomu-y. It must 
fontinuaa.sly oitlicr augn.ont or dimin- 
ish. ' ' 

"When lovo begins to diminlsli, tho 
end necessarily is not far off. " 

"The fact of being married is not a 
legitimate excuLO against falling in 
love. ' ' 

The last quoted dictum seems to have 
been a disquieting one, even in those 
days, but ixisterif j lia« ratified it by tlio 
institution of divon-n. 

Of «(mi-KP tho lil(',r;tl Hcoe{>{aiico of 
this oodo wufl fur from being complacent 
er tmanimoas, and the Portiaa of Pro- 
vence ahviiys had tlioir calendar full of 
waw.s, K(«rM5 of TTliicli It is infreresthig t.o 
rcvif!Tr. Tlio tTmib<ido«r Oigala, for (fx- 
ample, bi'OHght bofoc* a «otirt of love 
ihe lollowing question : "Whioh is tho 
joore wsrthy nud dcsorTing snitor, he 
^yho is libcml ont erf pure op»a hxarted- 
jiess, «r he who, withont being natra-iil- 
]^ geawrvne, ^ot giveo MiylBkly in order 



that he may appear so in the eyes of his 

ladylove';'" 

A feu li nine jury naturally decided in 
favor of till' ^enerons hearted lover. Tho 
questi(.:i, hnw ever, is a much more deli- 
cately b;il:i:u'i'(l.^'nii than niiy at iirsfc 
glance appoa^', and wo are not surprised 
to learn that Cigala appealed to a higher 
court. (Tho costs were only reclconcd in 
tinu', of whii'h coiuiiiodity tho trouba- 
dour v.-a.s both ph'thiu-i(! and prodigal.) 
H'jwever, thuro is no record of tho de- 
cision having been reversed. 

Another plaintiff — a gentle cbato- 
luiuo, tins time — asked thorn something 
easier, to wit: "Can a married woman, 
without sacrilico of her duty as a loyal 
wife, keep in her inmost heart tho ro- 
nienibranco of another, her first lovo?" 
"Certainly she can !" resi)oii(l tlio learn- 
ed doctoresses, such adepts in matters of 
tho heart. " Nolhing luoro betits tlio ten- 
der law. Tho chatelaine should never 
forget tho chevalier whom she has 
loved, since faith oiico pledged is in- 
violable." 

Here is a sad case — parallelorl, alas, 
by many a modern instance: "A lover, 
happj in tho favor of his adored one, 
nevertliolo.ss went to lay his capricious 
homage at tlio feet of imothor dame, 
but after a month's delinquency re- 
turned supplicatiiiglj' to his first lov(>. 
Onglit she to forgive him or to relent- 
lessly cast him oil'/" Tiio oracle was 
magnanimous — it could afford to be, at 
tho sliglited lady's expense — wid an- 
swered : "Sucli is tho j(!alous nature^ of 
lov(> tliat often lovers will feign attach- 
ment elsewhere just to test luid rea.ssnre 
themselves as to the constancy of tho 
jierson beloved. It would therefore bo a 
violation of th(^ rights of lovo to refuse 
on such a iirctcxt llio tender reparations 
of tho roturued prodigal, especially if 
ouo does not posse.s8 positive proof of 
having boon betrayed. " 

Sometimes, after tlio manner of mod- 
ern p.sycholognes, these gracious Provon- 
calos soiu'cd into tho other of abstract 
specniatiou, as in their interminable 
discussions this question: "Wljich is 
preferable, to be loved by a lady and re- 
ceive tlie su]ireme ])roof of her affection, 
and thou to die, or to languish through 
long years of hopeless lovo?' ' How fu- 
tile ! Yet even when tho preference is de- 
cided to one's individual satisfaction it 
is inore than likely tliat fate's solution 
of it will he just tlio other way. 

Tho courts dealt very severely with 
tho man who betrayed love secrets and 
with tlie coquette who accejited pres- 
ents. "No lady, .save that she rank with 
tho eourtisaues a ceiiiture doree, has the 
right to accept lovo gifts without grimt- 
ing something in return. 

These and most of the other decrees 
quoted form tho groundwork of the sen- 
timental code of honor as it exists today. 
The original brightness of most of the 
articles has become t^urnished, it must 
bo owned, and snch amendments as have 
boon added are generally of a sordid 
nature, indicating that the earlier axiom 
about, the incompatibility of lovo and 
avarice has fallen ahiiost coiupletely in- 
to desuetude. Thus in the breach of 
promise cases of which the daily papers 
offer a variety of as.sorted examples, we 
find seared hearts and blighted affections 
appraiscfl in round figures at from ij;2,000 
to !f20,000, while one lady, contem- 
plating separation from her indnlgeut 
but erring lord, claims an indemnity of 
$10,000,000 for her shattered peace of 
mind. All this is certainly a practical 
advance ujion the loose and inucenrato 
methods of dear old Provence. In fact, 
it is quite akin to tho careful provisions 
of certain modem accident insuiimco 
companies. The amorous adventurer caji 
say to (Jupid, as tho insured client saj's 
to the armed hnrglar wh(5 luLS broken in- 
to liis house at midnight: "Firo away, 
my fri(!n(l. If you hit mo, I get !>!50 a 
week as long as I may bo disabled from 
work. If I lo.so an eye, I get ^3, 000 ; 
both eyes, ^i."),000; an arm or leg, 
(100. Slujuld you kill mo, my family 
will got $10,000. .So really I am run- 
ning no ri.sk in tho matter. " 

In Franco the sentimental traditions 
aro k(^pt up rather more .scrupulously 
than witli us, and tho Paris Figaro re- 
cently revived the courts of love by 
opening its colnmus to the discussions 
of certain delicate questions propounded 
by fair but iuionymons friends. One of 
these (luestions was a direct challciigo to 
tho old dictum we have quoted about 
the impossibility of a person having 
two sincere loves at tho same time. The 
answers wer(! about ecpially divided, but 
it must 1)0 noted that a number of cor- 
respondents (all men) earnestly avowed 
their deepest affection for not only two 
but in some oases throe or four different 
objects siiuultaneoii'ily. They said they 
loved tlieiii in "<litVerent ways, " what- 
ev(?r that might mean. 

Another question submitted was, 
"Which is tho happier, a mature woman 
with :i young husband, or ;iii old man 
with a yiiiing wife'r" The Figaro tri- 
bunal was unanimous in favor of tho old 
man. 

A third and the last wo shall cite hero 
was, "Two fair dames liaviug given 
rendezvous to their lov(>rs, oiio of these 
latter being a novice and tho other a 
man of tho world, which }ias promise of 
the greater pleasure?" Here the jury 
disagreed, though I don't in tho least 
see why it should have done so. How- 
(ivor, opinion seemed to gravitate toward 
tho right side — which was, of course, 
tliat of tho man of the world. 

This kind of discui.ssion, though not 
without its iutcrest and value, is hardly 
within tho actual province of tho court 
of love. The essential things to l-e desired 
aro a clear identification and general reo- 
ognition of tlio fundumental articles in 
tho ohl codo of chiTalry, which, as we 
have Bocn, luis not been snperscdcd by 
anything bettor in tlie coarse of four or 
five conturiea Under its gentle re- 
straints wo might W5« loTors' quaiTols 
much le,«ii fn'ciucntly duols to Hxj doatk.

The Dainty Mnll Gown. 

Tho beauty of mull is something that 
can never be dt'iiied, and while it is not 
a particuliu'ly expensive material it bo- 
comes ratliei- costly to make it up, inas- 
mxich as silk or satin is required for its 
lining, writes Isabel A. Jihillon in Tho 
Ladies' Home Journal. Tliat girl who is 
at once fond of pretty clothes and eco- 
nomical has saved the white Bilk or 
whito stitin yitirty dress that has served 
its time and utili/.es it, after it has been 
thnruiighly el(\uied, as a fonndation for 
tho mull skirt, tinder which it look.s so 
well. It might b(> tliat instead of whito 
it was a pale pink or blue that did serv- 
ice, for this woirld also bo in good taste 
and niako a very efl'ective background 
for tho thin mull. 

Instead of being plaited tho nmll skirt 
ia carefully gathered and fiills over its 
silky lining in fine curves. Its trimming 
consists of three narrow flounces care- 
fully honimed by hand and headed by a 
quillo, wliieh is in reality a triple box 
plait of very narrow pink satin ribbon. 
Broad pink ribbon, that which is known 
as the sash width, makes the yoke, and 
the lower part of tho bodice, which is of 
tho mull, is fulled to it. This fullness ia 
evenly laid on the yoke edge, but at the 
waist it is drawn to the center so that a 
pointed effeot is achieved. 

Tho yoke is overlaid with rather coarse 
lace, whito iu color, and the collar, 
which is of the folded mull, has an edge 
of lace turned over on it as if it were a 
specially made rolling collar.

More Bones Discovered -Defendant'f 
Coiiusel Says TUey Were Used 
lu lusurauco Schemes. 



PiiiLADELnuA, July 2G --Lawyer \^'m. 
A. Sboomokkor, who represents H. H. 
Holmes, made a suggestloa to.day. " Did 
it ever oooar to you," he asked an Aeuo- 
oiated Press reporter, " that the Minnie 
Williams who waa murdered by Theodore 
Durrant inSan Francisco last April waa about 
the same afje us tho Minnio Williams of thia 
Ciiao, that aho waa not known in that oity 
and had no relatives ? Who knowa but that 
the San Franciaoo girl might) be the missing 
girl? It is true the VVUliama girl left 
Holmes and said she waa going to Buropo, 
but there ia no poaiclve knowledge even to 
him that she did go." 

Mr. Shoemaker feels oonfidenb that he 
ciunot bo convicted of murder, and just as 
contidenC that when tho time comes it 
will be proven that tho bodies found 
were used in ineurance Gcbemoa only. 
Tho Chicago police have no case at 
all, and have merely been oattinp; a 
ndiculoUB figure before the public. I know 
nothins of Holmes being tried here. Tho 
first ofScial notice I would get would be an 
indictment, and so far as I know no steps in 
that direction have besn taken. 

Workmen at swindler Uolnies' morp;ue to- 
day dug up a piece of bono and Dr, Robin- 
son says it ia part of a human being. 
The doctor says it Is certainly a 
piece of human bjue, but he a»nnot dater- 
mine to what part of the anatomy lb be- 
longs. An old sponge was also found. The 
police suspeol: that possibly li waa once 
saturated with blood. One of the 
important finds made by the police 
waa a bench covered with bloodstalna. It 
was found in a deserted store-room next to 
the aparttncnt in which Pat Qulnlan alept. 
The polfta were in doubt ah to cho nature of 
tho Btains, bub an analysis showed them to 
be blood. 

Chicaoo, July 20 — Thomaa Freeman, 
agent for the tjhicago Demonstrators' As- 
sociation, said last night that in bis opinion 
the bones found In Holmes' " oastle " in 
Englewood were those of pertoaa made 
away with on the premises or else were 
bodies that were shipped to Chioago. He 
Buid all the bodies of paupers who died in 
the county passed through bis bande, and lb 
would ba Impossible for Holmes to obtain a 
cadaver without his knowledge. 

Qaiclan and U wens had another "sweat 
box " experience last night, and when I hey 
left the central station they were nnder the 
guard of two police ofEoers to prevent their 
escape and keep any one from conversing 
with them. Both men plainly showed that 
they are beginning to appreciate tho position 
which recent devilopmtnts in the Holmes 
case has placed them in. Both havo given 
the police new Icformntion of importance. 

Pat Qulnlan, jinitorin Holmea' "ciatle," 
is in serious danger. He carried keys 
tvhioh cpaned vorlous doors, aecrot and 
othorwiso, in tho chambore of Holmes' Ois- 
tlo. Ho waa tho factotum of Holmea. Quln- 
lan ia botwoen two fires. If Holmea con- 
fessea. aa it ia said ho will, ho may impli- 
cate Qulnlan, and If tho latter oonfosaea ho 
apparently mast implicate himself. Dam- 
aging evidence against Quinlan has accumu- 
lated more rapidly In tho hat 24 hours than 
against Holmes. Detective Norton was In- 
formed early of the career of Qulnlan with 
Holmea. They formerly kept at the castle 
a girl whose first name was Lizzie. She had 
a sister working In tho reotauranb oonneotod 
with the oastle. This L'zzie gave birth to a 
child, which Holmes took care of. What 
became of it ia unknown, save to Holmea 
and Qalnlan. The report spread about 33rd 
street ih%t be waa about to marry the girl. 
Suddenly hia wife, who had nob been living 
at the caatto, appeared on the scsoe. Lizzie 
was hurried out of tho oily and lb ia said 
aho ia now In Omaha. An effort will bo 
made to find her. Qainlan, it appeara, sent 
orders frcm Philadelphia to destroy 
all Holniob' papers, clothing and 
other artioleo which might aid tho 
dotoctivea in tracing; hia career.
